SENIOR  CLASS  HISTORY

little  uncertain,  wonaering  what  lay  before  us.  Under  the  guidance 
of  Sister  M.  Agnes  we  soon  lost  our  feeling  of  uneasiness  and 
through  the  leadership  of  Joanne  Lar.arigan,  class  President,  and  her 
three  assistants  Eugene  Karst,  Vice-President;  Pat  Zahn,  Secretary;

As  we  determinedly  entered  “Junior  Door"  with  twenty-six 
students  we  had  a  feeling  of  satisfaction,  self  development  and  re¬ 
sponsibility.  Our  able  leaders  during  this  year  were  Richard 
Ehinger ,  President;  Ruth  Ka3tner,  Secretary;  and  Philip  S  c  h  e  r. 
Treasurer.  Many  enjoyable  events  and  class  activities  were  spent 
with  the  able  assistance  of  Sister  M.  Adelaide,  in  preparation  for 
the  long-awaited  "Junior-Senior  Reception."  This  was  indeed  a  happy 
year,  a  memorable  one,  never  to  be  forgotten  l 

Now  last,  yet  the  most  important,  twenty-six  students  entered 
the  door  with  the  boldest  and  most  meaningful  letters  "SENIOR." 
With  careful  selection  we  chose  as  our  President,  Richard  Bartrom 
with  Ann  Goss,  Secretary  and  Robert  Stratman,  Treasurer  and  were 
happy  to  have  as  our  home  room  teacher.  Sister  M.  Bede.  With  deter¬ 
mination  we  seriously  resolved  to  'work  hard  to  do  our  best  in  all  of 
our  work.  It  seemed  there  was  never  a- cull  moment  attending  all  of 
the  activities  of  the  year.  The  first  one  of  the  year  was  a  ham¬ 
burger  fry  at  Lagro,  enjoyed  oy  all  even  though  the  girls  did  iorget 
the  skillets,  grease,  and  we  had  to  eat  by  candlelight.  Shortly 
afterwards  on  a  cold  rainy  night  we  started  out  on  our  annual  hay- 
ride.  This  time  we  went  to  Landrigsn's  and  our  spirits  were  soon 
brightened  and  we  stopped  our  shivering  as  we  gathered  around  the 
warm  bonfire  and  ate  the  delicious  food.  Next  came  our  wonderful, 
never-to-be-forgotten  trip  to  Notre  Dame.  In  rapid  succession  we 
attended  school  dances,  skating  parties,  basketball  games  ana  Chili 
Dinners.  Soon  it  was  Spring  and  we  realized  our  activities  were 
slowly  drawing  to  a  close.  The  last  great  events  of  the  year  were 
the  Spring  Formal,  sponsored  by  the  Beta  Club,  which  was  closely 
followed  by  the  grand  farewell  Reception  given  to  us  by  the  Juniors. 
The  traditional  Senior  Sneak  Day  soon  took  place,  this  year  being 
held  at  Chicago.  May  16  we  attended  our  last  School-Get-To-Gether 
ana  the  next  day  we  all  enjoyed  a  Graduation  Breakfast  held  in  Sts. 
Peter  and  Paul  Auditorium.  With  regret  we  close  our  school  life 
with  our  final  gracuation.  We  are  happy,  however,  that  we  have  had 
so  many  v.onaerful  experiences  throughout  it.  We  now  look  on  our 
school  as  our  "Alma  Mater"  ana  shall  always  be  grateful  to  her  for 
the  grana  education  we  received  from  her  and  our  teachers.
